Arab Nations 
Call for a 
Summit Meet

Hoping to capitalize on Mos* 


lem indignation over the fire at 
the Al Aksah Mosqiie in Jefusa* 
lem, the Arab nations have 
agreed to try to convene a sum« 
mit meeting of all Islamic na« 
tions and also to hold a joint 
Arab defense council in Novem- 
ber, 


As the Arabs inched toward 


unity, In words at least, the 
U,N. Security Council voted an* 
other condemnation of Israel, 
and the Israelis reported finding 
13 Arab missiles trained on the 
heart of Jerusalem. 


Foreign ministers and other 


representatives of the Arab gov- 
ernments 
ended 
a 
two-day 


meeting in Cairo Tuesday with 
a communique which said Saudi 
Arabia and Morocco would be 
asked to line up all the Moslem 
countries for the Islamic sum- 
mit, The purpose is to enlist 
such non-Arab nations as Iran, 
Pakistan, Malaysia and Indone* 
sia in the fight against Israel, 


The ministers said the Arab 


defense meeting, to be held in 
Cairo in the first week of No- 
vember, would "put the neces- 
sary plans toward mobilizing 
Arab military potentials against 
Israeli aggression and consoli- 
dation of the Palestinian revolu- 
tion." 


They agreed that only "force" 


would liberate the Arab lands 
occupied by Israel and called 
for strengthening of the guerril- 
las in the occupied territories. 


Plans for an Arab summit 


conference 
to 
unify 
action 


against Israel were postponed 
until after the November de- 
fense meeting. 


The Security Council unani- 


mously condemned Israel for an 
air attack Aug. 11 in which Le- 
banon claimed 
four civilians 


were killed. Israel admitted the 
attack but said the targets were 
guerrilla bases in southeast 
Lebanon from which terrorists 
had been raiding Israeli border 
settlements. 


Israeli Ambassador Yosef Te- 


koah told the 15-nation council 
his government would continue 
to defend its borders regardless 
of the resolution. 


The unanimous vote came aft- 


er Lebanon's supporters agreed 
to include in the resolution an 
.indirect slap at the Arab guer- 
rillas. The provision, demanded 
by the United States and Brit- 
ain, deplored "all violent acts" 
in violation of the 1949 armis- 
tice.

WASHINGTON (AP) - the 


$9 million President Nixon set 
aside for riot cleanup is financ* 
ing projects ranging from porta- 
ble swimming pools in Akron, 
Ohio, tb boardwalk repairs on 
Coney Island. 


The President announced the 


program April 8 as a start to rid 
20 cities of what Nixon called 
the "marks of violence and de- 
struction." 


"there could be no more 


searing symbol of governmental 
inability to act than those rub' 
ble«strewn lots and desolate de* 
caying buildings, once a vital 
part of a community's life and 
now left to rot," the President 
said, 


But Detroit is using$739,383 of 


those federal funds for what its 
officials call a "morale pro- 
gram" aimed at rats and gar- 
bage, not riot debris. 


And "those rotting, boarded- 


up structures, barely 30 blocks 
from the White House" that the 
President referred to in his 
statement still stand in Wash- 
ington. 


So far, the capital has only 


one clean lot and four more be- 
ing readied to show for the pro- 
gram. 


there's little else the cities 


can do with the $9 million Nixon 
and the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD) 
made available under HUD's 
previously ignored interim as- 
sistance program. 


Congress specified in 1968 that 


this program's money could 
only be used in future urban re- 
newal sites for such things as 
temporary recreational facili- 
ties, sprucing-up operations and 
repairs to public facilities and 
demolition of structurally un- 
sound buildings. 


So Akron is using part of its 


$534,000 grant for four portable 
swimming pools as well as for 
trash cleanups and demonstra- 
tion projects designed to im- 
prove garbage collection.

His battalion commander, Lt.

Church, Va., said today that Lt. 
Eugene Shurtz Jr., 26, of Daven- 
port, Iowa, had been relieved as 
commander of Alpha Company 
and would be given a new as- 
signment with the 196th light 
Infantry Brigade. 


"I went out to relieve him 


personally," Bacon said in a 
telephone interview from his 


headquarters in the foothills 
southwest 
of Da Nang. 
"I 


wasn't satisfied with the prog- 
ress the company was making." 


Alpha 
Company 
suffered 


heavy casualties last week in 
five consecutive days of as- 
saults on a labyrinth of North 
Vietnamese bunkers and trench 
lines on the slopes of Nui Lon 
Mountain. Ordered to move out 
again Sunday, Shurtz told Bacon 
over a field telephone: ",I am 
sorry, sir, but my men refuse to 
go. We cannot move out." 


Bacon sent his executive offi- 


cer, Ma]. Richard Waite of Rey- 
noldsville, Pa., and Sgt. Gkey 
Blankenship of Panther, W.Va., 
a Vietnam veteran, to the scene.

Bacon said that Capt. Bernard 


F. Wolpers, a native of Ger- 
many who is now a U.S. citizen, 
had replaced Shurtz as compa- 
ny commander.

orders "was certainly a contrib- 
uting factor" in his decision to 
change commanders, but that 
the action "was not solely based 
on that." 


"I made the decision for a lot 


of reasons," he said. "I don't 
think he had the experience to 
handle the job ... The company 
wasn't responsive; it was drag- 
ging its feet. 


A spokesman for the Americal 


Division said five enlisted men 
had questioned Shurtz's orders 
to move out, but that all five 
had finally gone with the rest of 
the company "and the company 
completed its mission." Both 
Bacon and the spokesman said 
no charges are pending against 
anyone and no formal investiga- 
tion is being conducted. 


He said the company is still 


operating in the field but has 
not been involved in any signifi- 
cant fighting since last Satur- 
day. 


Shurtz had been in Vietnam 


only a month and was com- 
mander of Alpha Company for 
three weeks. Bacon took com-

of the battalion last 


Thursday after his predecessor, 
Lt. Col. Eli P. Howard of Wood-

Bacon said he did not consider

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Fatigue and Tension- 
Factors in Leg Cramps 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Cramps in one or both feet 


or legs, often occurring after 
one goes to bed, are as an- 
noying as they are common. 
The attacks may occur once 
or twice a week or several 
times every night. For im- 
mediate relief, most victims 
jump out of bed and keep 
on jumping, or vigorously 
massage their feet or legs. 
But what about preventing 
the attacks? 


In a little-publicized study 


10 years ago, Dr. W. B. 
Rawls and his co-workers 
used quinine, niacin, tolazo- 
line, antihistamines, mephe- 
nesin, nylidrin and several 
other drugs on a series of 
200 patients with cramps to 
see which worked best. None 
of these drugs when used 
a l o n e gave consistently 
satisfactory 
results. 
Then, 


based on the known physio- 
logic action of quinine and 
aminophylline, they decided 
to use these two drugs in 
combination and found that 
this treatment prevented the 
attacks completely in 94 per 
cent of the patients. 


A few of the patients had 


to discontinue the treatment 
because they were sensitive 
to one or both drugs and de- 
veloped h i v e s , diarrhea, 
ringing of the ears or dizzi- 
ness, but in most of those 
who got relief the 
drugs 


could be withdrawn after a 
few weeks. If the cramps 
did return later it could be 
shown that excessive fatigue 
or nervous t e n s i o n was a 


precipitating factor. Another 
course of treatment 
again 


gave relief. This drug, which 
requires a prescription, is 
marketed 
under the name 


Quinamm.

M1 Rifles

the Army has stopped accepting 
M16 rifles produced by a Massa- 
chusetts company involved last 
year in a contract award that 
raised the ire of Congress. 


The Army says in effect that

Co., of Worcester, Mass., has 
been turning out shoddy rifles 
but it hopes the suspension of 
Ml6 acceptances will be tempo- 
rary. 


In response to questions, the 


Army said it had rejected five 
lots totaling 5,000 rifles before 
suspending further acceptances 
last July 25. The company is be- 
hind in deliveries by 12,866 
weapons. 


"The contractor was not com- 


plying with the contractually 
prescribed 
quality assurance 


program," 
the 
Army said. 


"Some rifles failed to pass func- 
tion, endurance and targeting 
and accuracy tests." 


Furthermore, 
H&R's M16s 


failed 
final examinations be- 


cause of such flaws as defective 
barrels and bolt .carriers, and 
improper lubrication, the Army 
said. 


The Defense Contracting Ad- 


ministration Service has been 
called into the situation and 
with the Army is trying to help 
H&R straighten out the quality 
problem, officers said. 


In Worcester, H&R president 


C. Edward Rowe Jr., said he 
would have no comment. 


The Army irritated Congress 


last year when it picked H&R 
and General Motors Corp. of 
Ypsilanti, Mich., to become sec- 
ond and third producers of the 
rapid-firing Ml6 even though 
two other companies said they 
could produce the rifles more 
cheaply. 


On the initial contracts, H&R 


had a ceiling price of $41.5 mil- 
lion and GM $56.3 million for 
M16 production. By contrast, 
Maremont Corp. of Saco, Maine, 
indicated a ceiling price of $36.5 
million and Cadillac Gage of- 
fered $36.8 million. 


Neither Maremont's nor Cad- 


illac's estimates were consid- 
ered in the bidding because the 
Army doubted they could pro- 
duce M16s fast enough.

The charges came In a 20- 


page report by Nader and a 
group of about 100 law, engi- 
neering and medical students 
and graduates who have been 
investigating 
the workings of 


several 
government agencies 


over the summer. 


They called a news confer- 


ence Tuesday to list specific in- 
stances of what they termed 
violations of the two-year-old 
Freedom of Information Act. 


Some violations cited by the 


group were: the Defense De- 
partment's denial of access to 
the quantity of oil being purnjt»3d>l 
from Navy ship bilges; the" Wa- 
ter Pollution Control Adminis- 
tration classifying domestic mil- 
itary base sewage as a national 
security matter; and attempts 
by the Highway Administration 
to keep automotive safety stand- 
ard violations from the public 
while quickly informing manu- 
facturers. 


The report said the Labor De- 


partment had denied public ac- 
cess to records from 5 to 15 
years old on violations of mini- 
mum wages and safety stand- 
ards for certain businesses. 


And it listed in an appendix 19 


violations of the information act 
by the Agriculture Department. 


Nader criticized the news me- 


dia for not bringing more court 
cases to force disclosure under 
the information act and report- 
ers for not asking "searing, con- 
troversial, difficult questions" 
at some news conferences.

Shortly after World War II, 
when American servicemen 
stationed in Great Britain re< 
turned to the United States 
with tiny, extremely 
man- 


ageable small cars, road rac- 
ing was reborn. 


The idea of racing flat-out 


on the open roads in essen- 
tially stock automobiles is 
basically E u r o p e a n . The 
original American involve- 
ment in this form of the 
sport began around the turn 
of the century when wealthy 
Americans 
indulged 
their 


devil-may-care 
fancies by 


staging road races, princi- 
pally the famed Vanderbilt 
Cup series. 


World War I put an end to 


such dalliance and, besides, 
Henry Ford put America on 
wheels and t h e r e was no 
longer room for the gentle- 
men 
sportsmen to scare 


chickens and children 
on 


public roads. American rac- 
ing turned to dirt and board 
tracks in the i m a g e of 
Indianapolis. 


In Europe, however, auto- 


mobile racing meant road 
racing, which is what GIs 
found out after the war. They 
also found out about MGs 
and other sports cars. In 
the late '40s these veterans 
indulged t h e i r fancies at 
places like Watkins Glen and 
Bridgehampton, N.Y., until 
anxious citizens shooed them 
off the roads and onto closed 
circuits.

up for me. She wouldn't evert 
let him look at me or be in the 
same room, 


The first time 1 ran away 1 


stayed with my beloved grand* 
parents, but she threatened them 
with the law, and made me come 
home. Then she took away all 
my bedclothes, even coats and 
robes, and made me stay in my 
room for two months, comingout 
only for school and food, It was 
November and very cold. 


These are only a few of her 


actions. 
The one time Dad 


tried to arrange psychiatric help 
for her, she went wild and said 
if he ever tried that again, she'd 
do something terrible to us kids. 
We lived in even more fear after 
that. 


With Dad petrified of 
her 


tne Health and Welfare people 
understand. 
My brothers and 


sisters are in danger: They're 
aged 9, 10, 12, and 13.
